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and partly printed, on each of them, the words,  for
the amendment of the city charter,” or “against the
amendment of the city charter,” which words shall in-
dicate the votes for or against the approval of this act ;
and the ballots so cast shall be canvassed and returned
in the same manner as the votes cast for city officers
are required by the city charter (s0) [to be] canvassed,
and the common council shall immediately on the com-
pletion of said canvass, publish a statement of the re-
sult thereof, in the official papers of said city.

CHAPTER 184.

AN ACT to appropriate to the St. Mary’s hospital, in the city of
Milwaukee, the sum of three thousand dollars.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

Secrion 1. There is hereby appropriated out of any
money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, to
the St. Mary’s hospital, in the city of Milwaukee, the
sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000.)

SkcrroN 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
